1n p. 32. He further (ſays, — Now, becauſe that in the Nativties 
of Cittes, as in the Genitures of Men, the Aſtrology is the ſame, 
(here you ſee, that hard Stone, and ſoft Flefb are under the ſame 
Aitrological care, and cognizance) therefore after conſideration 
had of the JT ife and Beizg of the City from the Horoſcope, the 
next care takes was of the wi9@ rir/xns, Or part ortuxe, the 
ſecond Aſcendant ſo called in the Figares of Men. And a little be- 
fore this, in p. 31. we meet with a famous Initance of this prafice 
(for which we are indebted to this Author, and Geuriees) thatin 
the Inſtauration of Rome by Pope Paxl the Third, Ganricas drew 
the Figure of the Heavens. Vincentizs Campanatias obſerved the 
time by his Aſtrolabe; toward the Inſtant whereof he cryed out 
with a loud Voice, Ecce adeſt hora preciſe” Decima Sexte fore. 
Then immediately Ennize werulanus the Cardinel laid the firfs 
Stone. He goes on ſaying, theſe C atholique Nativities were (0 
much believed by the Antient Kings ((aith Haly) that they en- 
quired into the Genitures of all the principal Nati under their Do- 
minjons. V Vhere, if the Planets were found to look with a #wa- 
licious Eye upon the Nativity of the Kingdom, Interficiebant eun 
prerum, god ejus Regnum erat contra Regnum ipſorune. 

& 111. *Tis poſſible the Sxperi7ition might go too far. But 
allow it to be SuperFition, and to have over-ſhot it (elf; yet, 
that there is Truth lodged even in ſome Superititiows prafices, 
theſe Learned Men, and Inſtances prove, And that Ptolemy,you 
ſee, is miſtaken, and miſunderſtood by the Author of Cometoman- 
tie : and fo alfo are the reſt of the Learned Aftrologers, —V Vhen 
he, with a ſtrange confidence aſſerts « the moſt Lear- 
ned and Jadicioas Altrologers have not” aſſerted the DoGrine of 
Genitures.— V Vhich in oppoſition to his ſaid Aſſertion, we ſee 
they have very remarkably 3; and that, not only of Mex, but of 
Buildings too : Not only of ſoft Fleſh, but of hard Stone. 

$- 112. And, although this practice of the Antient Arabians, 
was, by their SwperiFitiows ſeverity, abuſed : yet, I ſee not but that 
very excellent uſe might be made thereof, even among C hriftians. 
For, if any perſo» were found to have a Geniture that ſhould caſt 
a malicious Fye upon that of the Government, though I ſhould 
not 
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not give my Vote they ſhould therefore be barbarouſly or inhuman- 
ly Butcher d , Yet, (ure it were noinjury to the principles of Hu: 
manity, good policy, or of Religion, to have ſuch perſons kept 
from prejudicing the Government, or of rendring it troubled and 
uneaſy, by preventing the Advancement of ſuch into places of 
Truſt and Honour. — For if it be a Truth (and ſure the Sages of 
former times were not all Blind) that ſome Perſons may be born 
Enemies to a Government. The only way to make them ſo, and 
prove the Stars true, is to capacitate them by Preſermevt, Or great 
places of TrufF, to diſturb, and (in time) deſtroy it, But, this is a 
String ought to be touch'd very tenderly. Aftrology, although it 
can lay a juſt Title to many excellent Truths, hath not in this 
Age arrived to that ſtrength of Perfe&ion, as to give a cafting 
Vote in the caſe; and it may be will not be able in many Ages 
to reach unto it. And know good Reader, that in all things I ſhall 
ever Submit, but (hall never preſume to preſcribe to Authority. 

$. 113- But Secondly, Having proved my /ntagoniſt to be 
miſtaken in Ptolemy ; let us ſee how far Jun@inzs is ſerviceable 
to him, and his caſe. The Learned JunFGinzs is allo an allowed 
Pillar of Afir by the Opponent, and therefore the better 
Judge in the preſent Controverſy, And if we but peruſe his Spe- 
eulum Aſtrology, as well his larger, as leſſer Volumes bearing that 
Name, we ſhall certainly find: him fo far from refuſing to Aſcert 
the DoFrine of Genitares, that he-hath, as much as any Man (nay 
more than many other Aftrologers) Inſtall'd and Enfranchis'd the 
fame. Vid. Spe#. Aftrol. Printed at Lyons, Anno 1572. And, 
that the truth of this matter may more plainly appear, and my 
Amntagonift receive the great fatisfaftion, he may find that this- 
his ja ts Author Jundinus, hath owned the DofFrine of Geni- 
tures to be of ſo Large and Comprehenſive an extent, as to con- 
tain even the Horoſcopes of Buildings, no leſsthan thoſe of Mex,.
